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Huge Breakers 
Still Pounding 
Coast Beaches

High surf from a mid-Pacific storm continued to 
pound Southern California beaches and high waves 
were expected to continue through Monday. 


The 
U.S. 
Weather Bureau 
forecast 
eight-foot 
swells today, about three feet above usual. The 
forecaster said the surf will diminish Sunday but 
Will rise again Monday. 


At San Diego area beaches, officials said up to 
nine-foot breakers were hitting the beach, then drag­ 
ging hundreds of tons of sand out to sea. 


At least two deaths in California have been 
blamed on the storm surf. 


David A. Salski, 22, and George J. Olszewski, 
25, both of Summerland, were presumed drowned 
after

from 
Santa 
B arbara. 


The Coast Guard at San Diego searched with 
two cutters and helicopters for about 12 hours after 
a ham radio operator reported a distress call in 
Japanese from a sinking boat about three miles 
off Mission Beach. 
The search for four men believed aboard the 
boat was suspended late Friday when the Coast 
Guard said no evidence of a sinking craft was 
found. There was no plan to resume the search. 
Oceanographers at Scripps In-Oceanography say 
storm surf expected 
next week may cause some 
beach dam age by teaming with high tides. 
Oceanographer Richard Schwartzlose said Fri­ 
day that two storms appear to be coalescing into 
one big one in the North Pacific, promising to gen­ 
erate waves just as big as those which have pound­ 
ed Southern California shores this week. 
‘T his time ft is 
likely that they 
will arrive 
during some of the 
highest tides of the year,” 
he said. 
“ We have 
calculated that 
they should 
reach San iDego on Tuesday and Wednesday when 
7.5-foot-high tides are predicted.’’ 
The highest tides this week were about 5.5 feet 
in height. 
Schwartzlose said the storms are forming about 
2,000 miles from California and waves gain in speed 
and force on such a long fetch under storm winds. 


Review of Civilian 
Treatment Ordered 


SAIGON 
(P)—U.S. 
headquarters 
ordered

com m anders to reindoctrinate their troops in the 
treatm ent of civilians in tne wake of the alleged 
My Lai m assacre, spokesmen disclosed today. 
The com manders were told to “ thoroughly ex­ 
plain, reiterate and reem phasize” the doctrine that 
civilian noncombatants must be treated according 
to international agreem ents on warfare, officials 
said. 
The instructions, ordered to be passed 
from 
“ the highest level down to individual soldiers” a 
few days ago, also stressed that greater efforts 
must be made to identify civilians in areas of con­ 
tact, sources said. 
Spkesmen said they did not know whether the 
order cam e from the Pentagon. 
All U.S. military’ personnel arriving in Vietnam 
go through a week of indoctrination on the “ proper 
care and treatm ent” of civilians, as well as such 
things as Vietnamese customs, before being as­ 
signed to field units. 
These instructions 
are now 
being 
“ reem pha­ 
sized,” spokesmen said, but no new ones have 
been written. 


Daring Robber Gets 
$4,775 From Casino 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (#) — Police sought today a 
daring robber who got away with 14,775 in the first 
reported casino holdup on the Las Vegas Strip in 
five years. 
An unshaven man in his mid 30s handed a note 
Friday to Cathy Walton, a change booth attendant, 
at the Circus casino. 
When she gave him all of her currency he es­ 
caped in a crowd of 300 gamblers. Sheriff’s deputies 
and casino security guards sealed off all entrances 
but could not find him in a two-hour search. 
Sheriff Ralph Lamb said casino robberies are 
rare because of the tight precautions by arm ed 
security guards and the crowds that might see a 
thief. The last holdup was in 1964

Prosecution To Seek Murder 
Indictment Against Manson 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - An 
indictment 
charging 
m urder 
and conspiracy will be sought 
against the wild-haired, hypnot­ 
ic leader of a wandering band of 
occult-oriented 
hippie 
types, 
says a prosecutor in the slay­ 
ings of actress Sharon Tate and 
six others. 
The grand jury action against 
Charles M. Manson—who, fol­ 
lowers 
say, 
called 
himself 
“ God,” “ Jesus” and “ Satan” — 
will be asked on the basis of vi­ 
carious 
liability, 
said 
Deputy 
Dist. Atty. Vincent Bugliosi. 
In vicarious liability, he said, 
a person who joins in a conspir­ 
acy, is crim inally responsible 
for any of his coconspirators* 
crim es that further the object of 
the conspiracy. 
Manson, 
35, 
has 
not 
been 
charged in the m urders. Susan 
Atkins, one of his followers, first 
linked his clan to the killings 
but said its chieftan was not 
there when the victims died, au­ 
thorities reported. 
The gaunt, dark-eyed Manson 
remains jailed in the mountain 
community of Independence on 
charges 
of 
possessing 
stolen 
cars. 
Closed Hearing 
The closed grand jury hearing 
into the killings of Miss Tate, 
blonde wife of film director Ro­ 
man Polanski, and six others 
was 
continued 
until 
Monday 
w ith 10 more witnesses expected 
to testify. Six told their stories 
Friday. 
Miss Atkins, 21, principal wit­ 
ness at Friday’s hearing, de­ 
scribed “ all the details” of the 
stabbings and shootings, her at­ 


torney said, and told the grand 
jury 
she 
was hypnotized 
by 
Manson. She has said she was 
at the m urder scenes and that 
Manson had ordered the victims 
slain. 


"If the grand jury sees the ev­ 
idence as we do, we’ll have an 
indictment of m urder against 
Manson,” said Aaron Stovitz, 
another deputy district attorney 
prosecuting the case.

The maid who found the bod­ 
ies, Winifred Chapman, testified 
Friday. Stunned by crowds of 
spectators as she arrived at the 
Hall of Justice, Mrs. Chapman 
shivered visibly and was sup­ 
ported by a friend. 


Heads Down 
The father of young Parent 
arrived to testify, accompanied 
by his wife Juanita and teen-age 
daughter Janet.

Council Orders More 
Holiday Flag Displays 


Pomonans tan expect to see the American flag 
displayed at municipal buildings more often under 
a new policy adopted by the City Council. 
Following the suggestion of Councilman Fred 
Livermore, eouncilmen directed that the flag be 
flown at city buildings on all holidays, including 
those that fall an weekends when city hall is closed 
Livermore suggested the job be assigned to the 
fire department battalion chief on duty. 
Whether all holidays or just those considered 
legal holidays would hie included was not specified, 
but Livermore said the more the flag was flown, 
the better. 


SAN BERNARDINO — Ruben Ayala, chairman 
of the county board of supervisors, will recommend 
Monday a Change in the county’s newly adopted 
anti-smog regulation to eliminate any controversy 
and make it uniform with the Los Angeles County 
ordinance. 


The board approved Tuesday a regulation which 
piohihits the use of oil, coal or other fuel, whose 
su'phur content exceeds 0.5 per cent by weight. It 
also states that the sulphur dioxide emission shall 
not exceed 0.2 per cnt in volume standard. 
The regulation, however, ends with a paragraph 
which permits fuels currently in use that have 
a higher sulphur content, if the emissions don’t 
violate the sulphur dioxide limit of 0.2 per cent 
by volume. 


A controversy developed ov^r the last paragraph, 
which some persons claimed made the new rule 
self nullifying. 
Ayala said officials should not be concerned on 
the fuels being used, as long as it meets the stand­ 
ards on emissions. “ 1 don’t care what they use 
as long as they meet our standards at the emission 
level," he added. 
Ayala said deletion of the last paragraph will 
force local industries to spend millions of dollars 
on foreign fuels to meet the .05 per cent sulphur 
content. 
The chairman said, however, if the paragraph 
deletion is what it takes to “ clear the air," then 
this is what he will recommend. 
The deletion, he added, will make the countc's 
regulation identical with one previously adopted by 
Los Angeles County.

News in Brief 


U.S. Ma y Resume 
Red China Talks 


WASHINGTON IF — The Nixon administration 
has reportedly proposed resumption of U. S.-Red 
Ch;ru se diplomatic talks after a 22-month lapse. 
Ambassador Walter J. Stoe^sel met briefly this 
week with a Chinese Communist diplomat in War­ 
saw after attending a Yugoslav fashion show in 
Poland’s Palace of Culture. 
“ They had a few words,” said State Department 
press officer John King of the meeting. But he re­ 
fused to say what the diplomats discussed. 
Information which became available later ap­ 
peared to confirm reports that Stcessel approached 
the Chinese representative with the informal mes­ 
sage that the United States is ready to resuitr the 
talks as soon as the Chinese are willing. 
Ambassadorial talks between Washington and 
Peking started in 1955 at Geneva, but were switched 
to Warsaw in 195K. The last meeting was held in 
January 1968.

A second, seven-man committee will function 
as an advisory pane!. This group will pass judg­ 
ment on teaching, lecturing, writing, work with 
charitable organizations and service on boards of 
colleges, churches ind other nonprofit institutions.

. . ail was done that it 
might be fulfilled the prophecy 
which sayeth, A little child shall 
be bom in a grocery store in 
Whittier, and he shall sit upon 
the throne, and his administra­ 
tion shall be established great­ 
ly 
“And there was great rejoic­ 
ing throughout the suburbs, yea, 
even unto Orange County. 
“Amen." 
End quote, as they say, and 
thus begins the story of Myron 
(Mike) Roberts, Chafiey College 
instructor and co-author of “The 
Begatting of a President,” from 
which the above was taken from 
M e of the more than 100,000 
copies now in print. 
Roberts was bora in 1923 in 
what is now the Watts section 
of Los Angeles. He graduated 
from high school in 1941 while 
living in Boyle Heights in East­ 
ern Los Angeles. 
Roberts commutes to Chaffey 
from his 
West 
Los 
Angeles 
home daily, although he lived 
in Claremont for the first 10 
of the 12 years he’s been with 
the college. 
An associate editor of the 
present “Los Angeles” maga- 


zine, Roberts originally edited 
and published its forerunner of 
the same name as well as found­ 
ing the small newspaper, “The 
Tides of Manhattan,” in Man­ 
hattan Beach in 1954. 
He’s written two other books, 
including “The Roots of Rebel­ 
lion,” currently published com­ 
mentary on existential America 
and the establishment which one 
reviewer described as 
. cap- 
sulizing the agony, determinism, 
and aimless nihilism of the 
young.” 
Roberts, 46, who served for 
one year with former Lt. Gov. 
Glenn Anderson, claims no de­ 
sire to “bandy about” any par­ 
ticular political philosopy, but 
readily admits his Democratic 
leanings. 
“Nixon has confirmed my pre­ 
conceived ideas of him as a poor 
president. His ‘bringing togeth­ 
er* of the country hasn’t been 
done.” 
Robert’s frankly believes that 
the reaction of Ted Kennedy un­ 
der the duress of the Kopechne 
incident no more endangers his 
chances for the presidency than 
did “the cool” which Nixon lost 
along with his bid for goveror- 
ship of California. 
“ ‘You won’t have Dick Nixon

Roberts, who took his bache- 
or’s degree at L.A. State in 
1949, had for many years enter­ 
tained the idea of writing a sat­ 
ire of the presidential selection 
process in the United States, 
using the language style of the 
Biblical prophets, a style he had 
used successfully with many of 
his magazine articles. 
“The Begatting of a Presi­ 
dent” was the result. 
In the confused darkness of 
the battle for the United States 
presidency in 1968 Roberts and 
two of his co-authors (cohorts?) 
decided to let there be light. 
Although likening the effort 
to an up-dated “Study in Scar­ 
let,” Robers makes no claim to 
being the fellow who “. . . came 
forward with a somewhat de­ 
fiant air and put down his hands 
to assist.” 
Moreover, Roberts says it was 
only “a healthy American de­ 
sire to make money” that pro­ 
duced the 59 page paperback 
sell-out of the political comedy 
of errors he believes belies the 
true making of a president. 
For only $1, (slightly higher 
west of the Jordan,) thousands 
of bibliophiles have unpiously 
rollicked at Robert’s defoliation 
of the “weeds of worddom” with 
which FDR, HST, DDE, JFK. 
and LBJ et. al. have woven 
their political mystique. 
“ I think the kind of mystique 
the Kennedys have is good for 
the country,” Roberts said. “ It 
gives a kind of healthy contin­ 
uity to the average American's 
political attitude.” 
“ Unfortunately,” 
he 
added, 
“ we’ve had two chances to en­ 
joy that mystique, but both were 
destroyed. 
I 
think 
we’llihave 
another opportunity.”

Mrs. Henderson, unhappy with 
her new drapes, refused to pay 
for them. 
When the drapery 
maker filed suit for his money, 
Mrs. Henderson told the court: 
“He 
guaranteed 
that 
the 
drapes would be made to my 
entire satisfaction. Well, I am 
not satisfied.” 
“That’s only because she is so 
finicky,” retorted the drapery 
man. 
“To 
most 
customers, 
these 
drapes 
would 
be 
just 
fine.” 
Nevertheless, the court ruled 
against him. The judge said 
that, having promised to satisfy 
her personally, he was obliged 
to live up to his promse 
As a rule, when you make a 
purchase in whch your personal 
satisfaction is guaranteed, you 
are indeed entitled to hi: satis­ 
fied. 
Nevertheless, 
since 
this 
gives a customer so much lee­ 
way, the? courts usually won’t 
interpret the contract that way 
unless 
such 
an 
intention 
is 
clear. Thus: 
A contractor agreed to make 
some house repairs in a “satis­ 
factory” manner. When the job 
was done, the home owner re­ 
fused to pay, saying he person­ 
ally was not satisfied. 
The 
contractor 
promptly 
went to court, where he argued 
that 
the 
word 
“satisfactory” 
meant only that the work had to 
be good enough to satisfy the 
average customer. 
And the court agreed, order­ 


ing the home owner to pay up. 
The judge said since the con­ 
tract did not specifically call 
for a personal standard of satis­ 
faction, it would be unfair to 
impose one arbitrarily upon the 
contractor. 
Even if the contract does call 
for a personal standard of satis­ 
faction. you still cannot reject 
the merchandise if you are not 
honestly dissatisfied 
Consider 
this case: 
A young man bought a piano 
on the understanding that 
if 
he was not satisfied, he could 
cancel the deal within 30 days. 
He did try to cancel it — hut 
not because he didn’t like the 
piano. It seems he had received 
his draft notice, and would soon 
have to leave town 
Under these circumstances, a 
court ruled that the young man 
had to keep the piano. The court 
said cancelling for this kind of 
reason was a privilege he just 
did not have.

sufficient to stop a leak

large opening or bulge in the pa­ 
per requires a patch, iisina a 
piece

enough to cover the damaged 
area and to extend several inch­ 
es on each side. The marred 
section should be cut out with a 
sharp knife All loose pie< es are 
then removed. The area is cov­ 
ered 
with 
roofing 
cement, 
spread 
liberally and well be 
vond the opening. The patch is 
laid down in the cement and 
pressed down firmly with a flat 
wooden board The edges of the 
patch are nailed down, using 
only rust proof nails with broad 
heads 
More roofing cement is 
spread along the edges of the 
patch 
where the new roofing 
meets the old Be sure all nail- 
heads are covered 
One of the 
big problems in repairing a flat 
roof is the possibility of causing 
new dam age to the old roofing 
by walking on it 
Thus, when 
working. 
tread 
and 
move 
around carefully. 


Question—There 
is 
a 
rotted 
plank on our porch floor I'd like 
to replace it How is this done? 
Answer—First 
determine 
whether the floor boards are 
butted 
against 
each other or 
whether there is a tongue-and- 
groove arrangement. If they are 
butted, merely pry up the old 
plank. If they are tongue-and- 
groove, bore a hole at each end 
of the rotted board, about two 
inches from each end so you 
don't hit the floor joists, which 
usually run perpendicular to the 
floor boards. The hardest work 
comes next: sawing through the 


length of the board, being care­ 
ful not to cut through a joist if 
the hoard is a long one. When 
the holes are joined, you ran cut 
through 
the 
remaining 
pieces 
over the floor joists, using 
a 
ham m er and chisel. To insert a 
new 
tongue-and-groove 
pi ink. 
saw off the tongue and push the 
grooved edge against the tongue 
of the next board. You’d better 
check the condition of the entire 
porch. A single floor board is 
unlikely to rot while all the oth­ 
ers remain untouched. 


q — \ have some cork tiles 
left over from a recent floor 
installation. Any suggestions on 
what I can use them for or on? 


A _ How many is “ some?’* 
That affects how you can utilize 
them. First, put aside three or 
four tiles for possible replace 
ment u^e.

His position is that even those 
who were supposed to be !il> 
white, steely-eyed protectors of 
justice (having moved in from 
another state, where they were 
wanted by the law) often were 
professional gamblers, unmiti­ 
gated liars and murderers who 
shot adversaries in the back 
Their one-shot marksmanship, 
he savs, usually was a farce
